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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the Final Office Action mailed 15 June 2005, 
both Nishii (950 B2) and Nakamura et al. (464) were used to reject claims. Nishii reads on the claims since he discloses a system that 
recognizes a person's ID card as they approach the printer/fax machine and determines whether it recognizes the id code. The fact that 
the system can determine whether the id code is a match would definitely mean that the system can determine that the "recognized" id is 
of a "likely user". Upon determining that the matched code belongs to a likely user, the printer will then begin printing "(nitialize) the 
printint process, after determining that the user's id belongs to one of a person with a higher priority. Although another person's printing 
job may be interrupted, the printer will recognize that the detected id that is near the printer has a higher priority and will end the currently 
printed job and will then "begin" (initialize) the job for the nearby detected id. Therefore the rejection still stands. Further, Nakamura et 
al. (464) also discloses an image output processing apparatus that is also capable of reading a user's ID number as the user approaches 
the image output processing apparatus, if the ID matches a stored ID number, the image output processing shifts to printer mode so as 
to output the image data (col. 6). 
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
